Ele believed these statements and 
acted on them only to discover that the 
Citizens' guard instantly turned out 
ind some 300 more whites joined them.

n doing so. The postofflce authorities 
will not talk about the matter, for it 
was really not a case that called for 
official action. The story has leaked 
out. however, and must forever remain 
more or less a mystery unless a man 
who called himself J. C. Oppenhelm 
will come to the front and tell what he 
knows about it. This J, C. Oppenheira 
called at the postofflce in New York 
and showed a card addressed to him- 
self at some place on West One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth street It was an 
official notice from the postofflce telling- 
lim that there were four packages a- 
waltlne him there addressed to him.

Tho 
date of the ceremony has been set for 
July 21, 1800, the centennial anniver- 
sary of the great poet's death. 


Tho statue will necessarily be some- 


what of a fanciful character, but the 
costume at least will bo historically cor- 
rect. Scnlptor Stovensou has made the 
imbject a careful study, uqd the details 
of the costume havo been taken from 
the works of David Allen, an artist 
well known for his illustration of Scotch 
lite at the timewhon "thegolden hours 
on -angel wings" flew o'er Burns and 
his "dearie." The statuo will stand in 
a very conspicuous position in front of 
the ruins of the undent stronghold 
known as Dunoon castle arid will be 
plainly visible from the Firth of Clyde. 


Bums was a man of many loves, and 


thero would bo a groat many more 
statues in Scotland if each of the poet's 
sweethearts was immortalized by the 
sculptor's chisol, but Burns' lovo for 
Highland Mary, the heroine of liis poem 
of that name and of tho touching lines 
"To Mary In Heaven," was undoubted- 
ly one of tho purest and most pathetic 
episodes iu his ill regulated and com- 
paratively short life.

It is not surprising that this is so, 


siiico ico is 0110 of Maine's chief staples, 
and a severe winter means small out- 
sido demand for frozen blocks from 
Bangor and Augusta, while a mild sea- 
son is tho forerunner of a big ice mar- 
ket and a perfect stream of shekels into 
tho coffers of tlioso who supply it. 
In 


1887-8, for instance, the crop to the 
southward failed completely, and the 
ico speculators could not got to Maine 
fast enough. Wages were good, work 
was plenty, every man who wanted it 
got employment, and cutters and dealers 
made fortunes. In tno winter of 1S90-1 
hardly a ton was taken from tiio Hud- 
sou, and Now York, tho biggest ico mar- 
ket in tho world, w.is without its usual 
supply 
Tho excitement this caused 


among ico cutters, dealers and brokers 
was almost akiu to tho gold fover of 
1S40 while it lasted, and ponds and 
streams WOTS cut in Maino that had 
never before been made to yiold up ice. 


Big fortunes were realized by those 


who wore shrewd enough to soll'theiv 
product out at reasonable prices, for not 
only was there n groat demand for 
Maine ico from Sow York and other 
eastern cities that usually get all they 
want from nearby sources, but thero 
was also a strenuous call from tho west. 
One Maine firm sent four ice laden 
trains of 20 cars oach clean through to 
St. Lonis, where the very profitable price 
of $10 a ton, seeing that it costs only 
about (iO cents to barely harvest it, was 
obtained. Somo thero were, however, 
who failed to bo satisfied with tbo earth 
as a reward for their ico harvesting la- 
bors. They wanted the plauet fenced in, 
and thoso held-,,thoir product.for £20 a 
ton and stacked vast quantities, believ- 
ing they would got what they asked in 
the fall and periwps more. 
But their 


schemes fell through, and Somo of the 
greedy ones lost fortunes by reason of 
their greediness. They had not counted 
on tho groat loss that camo from the 
melting of tho stacked ico nor on the 
lessoning demand from 1 be cities of tho 
south and west caused by tho high 
prices. 


It was in 1890 that some one con- 


ceived tho idea of securing ico for 
America from tho ponds and rivors of 
Norway, and a few cargoes wore actual- 
ly brought hither from that faraway 
land, but whether much money was 
niado thereby I do not know. It was in 
1S90, too, that a boom for artificial ico 
was begun, and many plants for its man- 
ufacture were set up. Certainly tho ap- 
pearance of mado ice is beautiful, and 
it was freely predicted in 1890 that na- 
ture's work in that direction would soon 
bo altogether superseded by man's, but 
for some .reason, so far, nature's still 
holds its own. 


Tbo first icehouse in Maine was put 


up in 1881 oil the Kennebeo river near 
Augusta, and tho Tudors of Bo.-,ton, tho 
pioncerd of tho ico business iu Now Eng- 
land and probably in tbo United Slates, 
shipped that winter's harvest to tho 
West Indies. Tho first cargo taken from 
Maine was shipped ill 18SG on the brig 
Orion. She was frozen in that winter 
near Pittstou ou tho Kenneboc, and when 
tho river broka up in the spring was 
loaded with irregular cakes, hauled 
aboard as they floated past. This i»o 
was sold in Baltimore nt a good profit, 
but the venture of the Tndors fivo years 
later was a losing one, and it wag not 
till 1860 that cutting and selling ico be-

oamo a legrilnr and profitable industry 
in Maine. Siuce that time it has been 
firmly established and a great though 
varying source of revenue to tho state. 
The icehouse capacity of Maine is nbout 
S, 007,000 tons—along tho Konnoboo, 
1,810,000; along tho Penobsoot, 4H- 
000: along tho coast, 323,000. It is es- 
timated that $1 is invested in tho busi- 
ness tor every ton of icohouso capacity, 
M> (hat nearly $2,750,000 of capital are 
devoted in Maino to the cutting, har- 
vesting, storage and sale of ice. 


Largo as is this business in Maine, 


that of tbo Hudson river ia larger, for 
its icehouse capacity is 3,500,000 tons, 
or more than !,J3oO,0\iO ill execs?. It ia 
doubtful, however, if tho amount of in- 
vested capital is as large in proportion 
to storage, because tho vast markets of 
Now York and its neighborhood are so 
accessible via tbo peerless river from 
whit-h tho ire is ont. Tho consumption 
of ico by tho .millions who dwell with- 
in 20 miles of the Now York city hall 
is probably greater in proportion than 
that of any other similar population in 
tho world, bat in spito of thin the most 
extensive single plant is' said to bo at 
Sheffield, uoitf Chioaza and Uiu.{n.h,gb. 


itauts of Jhat great eiiy and tbo imme- 
diate vicinity consume probably almost 
»'. much uer capita as those of tho region 
at tho Hudson's mouth. 


Sheffield is jnptovci (hn Indiana line, 


and its ice hopply is 
1 cut Iroiu a sheet 


of water known as Wo'.f's Inko. 
Shef- 


field has boon very busy this winter, 
and the ico has born mu"h thicker than 
usual. Icemen like b'^t to nit when the 
cakes aie f;\j'ii 12 to lo im hes thick, as 
then a en!:e weighs about 200 pounds. 
Every additional inch of 
thickness 


means iibnjt 
15 pnnnd-j additional 


weight, anil consumer:, dislike to pay 
for moro than "200 pound, in one cake. 
Besides tbo bonviei cakes aie naturally 
much hardcv to handle. It takes 750 
men to work the plant ;it Sheffield, and 
about 350 persons tiro required to cook 
and caro for the workmen, ?o that in 
the season the population of tho village 
is not far from 1,000. In tbo summer 
time it is less tlum 100, for cutting, 
storing and selling ice is tiio sole indus- 
try of tho place. 


In many reiuoots Sheffield is unique. 


Its buildings aie, first, a number of 
great wood colored icehon'-eb; second, 
three big boarding houses, ocnipied only 
when ico is beiiiR cut, and, third, 15 or 
20 little cott,>£>.)<-•, permanently occupied 
by tho families of the men employed tho 
year round about tbo big establishment. 


Nowhere olso is ico consumed so ex- 


tensively as in tho United Sates. Eng- 
lishmen held up their hands in hoiror 
at tho American liking for cold drinks 
and cold food in tiio .summer and de- 
clare that most case.i of Yankee dyspep- 
sia are duo to what John Bull calls an 
unhealthy taste. And yot Brother Jona- 
than manages to worry along and keep 
in fairly goad health, notwithstanding 
tbo fact that instead of consuming less 
ho gets away with moro ice every 
twelvemonth than ho did the year be- 
fore.

other day, tho man who goes to see thn 
woik done, unless ho is obliged to, must 
hava fconierfiiug tiio matter with him 
that can best bo treated at au insane 
asylum, for tho air is never balmy about 
an ico pond. Generally speaking, the 
first process is to clear the pond o£ snow, 
for it is raro indeed that ico is thick 
enough to cut before se\oral inches of 
snow havo fallen. Tho clearing is doiio 
with scrapers drawn by horses Usually 
a scraper will clear eight feet of surface 
and requires two horses for tho hauling 
and two or threo men lor tho tending. 


After tho scraping conies tho mark- 


ing. 
If thoi'Q is snow ice, tho marker 


must bo preceded by a planer to roinovo 
the spongy surface. Tbo murker is then 
drawn by a horso along n straight lino 
between two given points, making a 
groove two or three inches deep. Other 
gioovos parallel with tho first aro made 
at intervals of 22'inches lill tho field 
to ho cut lias all been (,'ono over, after 
which cross grooves aro made, marking 
tho wbolosnrfaco intostinaieslikoa big 
oho«=board. Tho grooves am then deep- 
ened by an ice plow, i ho cukes aro saw- 
ed apart by hand, and then tbo ico is 
ready to be housed. From tho houso 
thero is an inclined power elevator, and 
tho ioo cakes aro floated to it as fast ns 
they are loosened, a canal being first 
opened through ico nearest, so that tho 
oakes farthest away may bo earliest 
housed. Insido tho house there aro slides, 
down which the crystal masses aro guid- 
ed by tho men and packed in layers be- 
tween sawdust, or, in some cases, mead- 
ow hay, thero tp lio till tho heats of 
summer creato a call for tho various 
frigid delicacies of which tho American 
is so jnstly fond. 


Iho total capital invested in tho ico 


business in this country must run into 
the hundreds of millions, and the num- 
ber of men employed tho year round 
must bo many thousands. 
Probably n 


million or two and mnybo more are at 
work on the icefields and in tho houses 
at this time of tho year.

favor. Tho Philadolphia Library asso- 
ciation did not consider tho locality a 
suitablo one and instituted legal pro- 
ceedings to determine whether or not it 
should abide by tho executor's decision. 
The court ruled in favor of tho executor, 
nnd the present stately library building 
was erected "fur from tho madding 
crowd " It was accepted by tbo Phila- 
delphia Library nssoc-iatiou. In 1S7S 
tho I/igoiiinn library and tho hooks o( 
tlio Philadelphia hbiary were removed 
to it, and il hasMiico been about ns fre- 
quently visited ns it would havo been 
had tho executor located it in WestFair- 
monut pitik. 


Tho building is an impoiin;; copy in 


granite of tlio Parthenon, 220 feet long 
by 105 feet wide, and is surrounded by 
nores of l.iv/n and n high wall. It is 
not at all unusual for but two or thrco 
people to visit tbo library in a day, and 
tlicro havo been many days when thn 
only people who entered tho building 
wero tha librarian and his assistants. 
When tho executor stood firm in his de- 
termination to giro tho library its pres- 
ent sito ou South Broad street, ho felt 
suro that it would soon bo in tbo most 
fiishiounblo part of tbo city, but the 
march of progress was toward tho north 
instead. 


Tho great building, with its massive 


columns, bvotul steps and grand ball, is 
not only a monument to Dr. Rush arid 
his wife, but it i.-, also their tomb, and 
to tbo fanciful mind it seems imito ap- 
propriate that a silence liko that of 
death itself should so often fold tho lit- 
tle visited structure iu its embrace. Dr. 
Rush loved his rare old books and man- 
uscripts, and they aro still around him. 
Ho intended them to be inspected by 
thousands weekly, but tho unfortnuato 
location of tho library building has de- 
feated hi;, philanthropic intent. 


Among tho treasures of tho library 


aro numerous books that wero printed 
in tho earliest; djiys of tho "art preserv- 
ative of arK" There isau "Augnstinus 
do Vita Christiana" printed in J-159 by 
Faust & Scbnyftar; several works from 
tho press of Jansou, tho French engrav- 
er, printer and typo founder who set- 
tled in Venice about 1470, produced 
there n number of celebrated edit'ons be- 
tween 1-170 and HSO and was tho in- 
veutor of tho Roman typa now used. 
There is a copy of Caxtou's "Golden 
Legend" Bud threo books from tho press 
of his famous assistant, Wynkin de 
Worde; a "Vnlgato Bible," ouo of tho 
200 printed in Ivomo in 1J71; a Nnrem- 
berg Bible printed by Kaberper in 1175; 
a copy on vellum of Pliny's "Natural 
History," tlio only OHO of tho kind that 
came from .Tnnson's, press, and every 
Spanish book of note from 1000 to 1700 
is to bo found in tho collection. Among 
theso is "El Goudo Lucanor," ono of 
the rarest books in tho world. 


Tho American department of tho li- 


brary is rich in old timo publications. 
Time aro copies of tho first newspaper 
published in Philadelphia, files of Brad- 
ford's American Jlercury from 1719 to 
1.745, tho Pennsylvania Gazette from 
1728 to 1R04, and the library owns tho 
magnificent collection of early Ameri- 
can magazines, books, pamphlets, broad- 
tides nnd manuscripts mado by Pierre 
du Suutlrioro before, during and after 
tho Revolution. 
Ouo of tho rarest vol- 


umes is "Publications of tho Enemy In 
Philadelphia in 1777 and 1778," and 
there aro two copies of tha AitkenBiblo 
published in 1782 under the patronage 
of congress. Another very odd book is 
"Thi BescbroibnngVon Pennsylvania," 
published in 1701 by Pastorius, tho 
founder of Gevniantown and tho frioufl 
of William I'onn.

BILBAO'S TREE TOWER. 


It Is Over One Hundred and Fifty Ifcot 


3Iigli and !•. Ono of Spain'-! OddtticH, 
Ono of tbo most interesting arohitec- 


tnral oddities of Spmu is tho troo 
tov.'er now being ercctofl in Bilbao, the 
capital of the Basque province of Biscay, 
Tho province is populated by a rngped 
race, tho descendant? of tho Visigoths, 
v/ho, imdor the leadership of Alaric, 
sacked Home in 410 A. D. and overran 
Italy and Kpain. For urnny centuries 
thoy fonglifc tho Spaniards, but in time 
became patriotic Spaniards themselves. 
Quo of tbo landmarks of Bilbao was tho 
"Arbol do Gnomica," tho trunk of a 
great tree that stood in tbo market 
place. Like tho hardy Basques,it braved 
tho storms, and for many centuries it 
looked flown upon generation after gen- 
eration. 
Finally a bolt of lightning 


felled it to the ground. 


Bilbao was grief stricken at the loss, 


and to roprocluco tbo old landmark and 
rear an imposing monument typifying 
Basque patriotism Don AT. Alberto do 
Palacio, an eminent engineer, designed 


the unique tower of iron and plats that 
is now in coiirftO of construction. It is 
over 150 foot in height and is designed 
to represent the &hapo of the old tree. 
The foundation shows the iron roots 
gnarled and knotted and protruding 
ironi tbo soil. 


Bridges across the bn^inlond to ft hall 


00 feet iiuhnmeterandSOfeet high, the 
walls of •which are tho iron trnuk of the 
grent artificial tree. Above id another 
roof 45 foot in di.miotor and surrounded 
by a graceful gallery adorned with /ho 
arms of tho Basqno provinces.

[Special Correspondence.] 


GUATEMALA CITY, Feb. 21.—Possibly 


tho talk about war between Guatemala 
and Mexico may arougo some- interest 
iimouy northerners concerning this Cen- 
tral Ameucao country. Tho land and the 
people horo aro suroly sufficiently unlike 
tho laud and eho people of tho United 
States to merit at least passing attention. 


All right minded strangers are attracted 


by the women of Guatemala—that is, by 
tho younger ones. Tnoy are exceedingly 
pretty, not beautiful, not hondsomo ex- 
actly, but pretty. As to figure, they aro 
generally slight, ns to movements, quick 
and graceful, and apt to bo coquettish. 
Their complexions aro olive, but olcnrand 
transparent, thoir hair is black and plen- 
tiful, and they wear ib in braids that aro 
sometimes so long as to fall below tho 
waist. Their features aro delicate, their 
eyes largo and lustrous, a»d thoir hands 
and feet are small. 


Women labor in tho fields side by side 


with tho men, for household caves in this 
country art) few and trifling. Most of tho 
marketing is dono by tbo women, and 
this includes the-conveying of thoproducts 
of tho fields to the soiling placo as well aa 
tho puichiising of such things as fire need- 
ed. They carry tho vegetables and fruits 
thoy \\ish to dispose of in large, flat bas- 
kets, which they balance skillfully on 
their heads, Thoy generally travel in par- 
ties or groups of six or eight, ftud they are 
actually able to keep up a slow and easy 
trot for a distance of several miles with 
theso heavy burdens on their heeds, 


Thoir costumes aro almost always pic- 


turesquo and bright colored. This adds 
greatly to their attractiveness, making 
them appear picturesque oven when they 
have reached tho personally unattractive 
ngo, which comes much earlier in this cll- 
inato than In cooler northern lands. 


While tho young women of Guatemala 


are undoubtedly n joy to all who behold 
them, not so much can bo said of tho 
houses in which tho Guatemalans livo and 
tho manner in which they avo kept,
